after taking under consideration the 
request of the town authorities for 
better protection at street croggiug.eeut 
word here last week that the road pro- 
posed to place flagmen at street croes- 
iage and thai a brick or concrete pave- 
ment would be put down at the depot. 


The W. M. K. K. also said that it 


was proposed to spend as much money 
as $1200 to $1500 on repairs to the de 
put. If they spend all that money it 


means tbat the road proposes 


to band Gettysburg the best passenger 
traffic point in the United States for a 
town of its size -a gold brick. 


It is nonsense fur a railroad to otter 


this town a tew repairs to an ancient 
depot. A new floor, and aoiue paint, 
wonderful. The road in the re-organi- 
zation has money and now is the time 
to tike care of Gettysburg, the one 
towu on the route out of which they 
get more passenger traffic than any 
other point. To speud the ridiculous 
Hum of $1500 now would be only an 
excuse to put oil and off what the 
town is entitled to. The announced 
amount of repairs could be made out 
of the uet receipts from one colored ex- 
cur&iou run to this place. 


The COMPILER and a number of our 


citizens have been contending for 
fairplay between the town authorities 
and the railroad, advocating that the 
situation should not be complicated 
with any litigation, but that the rail- 
road should be allowed to develop the 
situation *,3 as to adequately take care 
cf the town in 1913. For all the trouble 
of our citizen* and the COMPILER and 
the good will that has been extended 
it, the raiJroad bauds out a gold brick 
of repairs to a depot that should be 
torn down. 


The Heading Railway has taken an 


entirely different point of view and 
the only one the situation admits of, 
and eay that befure 1913 they will have 
a new passenger depot and 
venienees adequate for the town and 
battlefield traffic. It is authoritatively 
said that the Reading would join the 
W. M. R. K. in a Union Depot plan 
and other extensive improvement, so 
jt is up to the Western Maryland to 
make good or hand out a gold brick. 


Crowds annually come here. They 


occupy pavements and streets. Theie 


and the public service corporations iu 
place, as Water Company, Gas Com- 
pany, Lighting Company and Street 
Railway Company. The recently com- 
pleted 
improvements of the 
bank 


buildings and the cost of the same 
were given as suggestive of the con- 
clusion that if the Banks put up $50,- 
000 buildings that the government 
could appropriately spend $150,000 on 
a Federal Building. The growth of 
the town was shown in the erection of 
47 buildings during 1909. The num- 
ber of churches was indicated and 
that one of the Lutheran churches 
contemplated a new $50,000 church. 
The annual business of the two rail- 
roads of the town as being $200,000 
was referred to and the fact that 200,- 
000 people annually visit the battle- 
field and with conventions, military 
camps. and the like make large de- 
mands upon the post-office facilities. 
As to the post-office business the reso- 
lutions in detail set out as follows: 


The income of the Gettysburg Post- 


office for the past year has been over 
$15,000. The postmaster receives an 
annual salary of $2500, there is an as- 
sistant postmaster aud four clerks, 
three city carriers and thirteen rural 
carriers, eleven from the main office 
and two from sub-stations. 
The pres- 


ent postoffice is entirely inadequate 
for the work to be done, the lobby for 
the public is small and the room re- 
served for the officials, clerks, carri- 
ers, city and rural, is cramped in 
every way. 
The present 
post-office, 


lobby and mail rooms contain about 
1800 
square feet 
and 
twice that 


amount would not be too much for the 
adequate needs of the office. The Fed- 
eral Building should not only be large 
enough for the present needs but pro- 
vide for the increasing needs of the 
future. 


The Federal Building should be of a 


size to adequately provide for the 
needs of the Gettysburg National Mili- 
tary Park Commission. The person- 
.eljif the Commission is made up of 


three commissioners, a chief engi- 


neer, an assistant enginerr, a rodman, 
an assistant' superintendent, a store- 
keeper and time keeper, a messenger 
and five guards. 


That the Commission have a great 


quantity of valuable books and re- 
cords, journals of their work, history 


j of the battlefield, volumes of letters, 
of inscriptions on every monument, 
volumes of drafts and surveys of the 
fire no adequate toilet conveniences field and blue prints, volumes of maps 
provided for them and there is no 
shelter for them in bad weather fur- 
nished by the railroad**. They send 
away crowds who feel and say that 
they have not been properly treated 
by tbe railroads aud there is but one 
opinion at Gettysburg and that ie that 
the railroads should make good by 
providing adequate accommodations 
aud conveniences so that those who 
travel here do not leave here feeling 
that they have not been properly ac- 
commodated by the railroads. 


The railroads have been enjoying 


Jarge passenger traffic here with the 
Jmmense gathering for years. It has 
just been to them so much iu pocket 
aud if they would take but a portion 
of this net income and capitalize it for 
expenditures, there would be several 
hundred thousands to be spent here. 
This is the Square Deal for Gettys- 
burg.

Town Meeting on Federal Building. 


A good sized town meeting was held 


in the Court House on Monday even- 
ing, having been called by Burgess J. 
A. Holtzworth, and the object of the 
meeting was to take action on a let- 
ter received from Hon. D. F. Lafean, 
asking that he should be furnished 
with the necessary information of the 
needs of Gettysburg in the matter of 
the Federal Building to be erected on 
the site acquired by the government 
on corner of Baltimore and High Sts. 
A building bill will likely go through 
this session of Congress. 
Congress- 


man Lat'ean is a member of the Pub- 
lic Building Committee and a sub- 
chairman for that part of the country 
which includes Pennsylvania, and it 
is altogether hopeful that an appro- 


showing the position of troops at va- 
rious times during the battle. 
The 


office contains books and photographs 
of every monument of the 500 on the 
field, views of the different work on 
the field, photographs of important 
buildings and historic places on the 
field. This collection should be plac- 
ed in a fire proof building as quickly 
as it can be done. 


The commission have also a relief 


map of the battlefield 10 feet by 14 
feet, this relief map *has been exhibit- 
ed at several of the World's Fairs and 
with the records, books, maps and pic- 
tures should be placed on exhibit in 
the Federal Building so that the stu- 
dent of the field and the public could 
have access to the same at all times. 
That the space now occupied by the 
commission is about 2100 square feet 
and two or three times this space 
could be properly devoted to the pur- 
poses of the commission and addition- 
al space should be made for battle- 
field relics, a large quantity of which 
would be donated to the care of the 
custodian of the building after the 
same has been erected if space is pro- 
vided for them. 


That this Federal Building should 


also contain space for gathering, ex- 
hibiting and preservation of memori- 
als, battlefield relics and the arms of 
the service. 


Congressman Lafean was asked to 


urge and support an appropriation of 
?150.000 for the Federal Building.

on the Storm Doorway. 


From the viewpoint of economy alone, 
it would pay us well to build a glass 
vestibule around every door opening 
to the outside, wherever the vestibule 
could catch the direct rays of the sun. 
If the roof were of glass so much the 
better. Such a vestibule, if made out 
ofstorm windows, would be quite as 
inexpensive, if uot cheaper, than one 
made of boards. Usually such struct- 
ures are made out of lumber with one 
tiny window iu the door. We enter a 
dark, damp, suuless box where the 
snow from our shoes never dries from 
the floor, we open the house door aud 
let in the air from this cold, wet sen- 
try box of winter, when we might, if 
we were ouly a little more wisely 
pleasure loving, have a bright sun- 
cage set before our door that would 
catch and imprison for our use every 
ray of suu that fell upou it.

William R. Freeman, a corporation 


lobbyist whom I met one day ou the 
street, said frankly, iu reply to my ar 
gumeuts for a reform of the elecMou 
laws: "Ves, they do give us the power 
to rule the people, but why shouldu t 
we have if.1 You KUOW the corpora- 
tions give this State good government 
Look what Speer has doue for Den- 
ver. 
Suppose the corporations have 


got millions of dollars- worth of fran- 
chise ; they know how to use them 
aud tbe people don't. 
Now be bou- 


est! You kuow tbe people aren-'t lit to 
govern themselves. 
If the corpora- 


tions of this State didn't do It for 
them, what kind of a State would we 
have?" He pointed to some working 
ing men digging in the street, "Do 
you tbiuk we are going to be ruled by 
a lot of cattle like that? What do they 
know about government? No sir. \Ve 
rule and we're going to continue to !" 
—Judge Liudsey in "Everybody s," 
for March. 


Where 02d-Age Pensions Pay. 
The Santa Fe does not pay pensions 


higher than seventy-five dollars a 
month, nor does it pay lower thau 
twenty -dollars. 
The railroad com- 


pany believes, says Walter Weyl in 
"duccess Magazine," that it is pre- 
cisely the more poorly paid employees 
who should be assured of a reasonable 
pension, since the men with higher 
salaries may be presumed to have 
saved at least something. A man who 
earned fifty dollars a mouth aud had 
worked twenty years would receive 
only ten dollars per month on the 
Pennsylvania, 
but 
would 
obtain 


twenty dollars on tbe Santa Fe. The 
western road discriminates in favor of 
those who find it hard to lay aside for 
a raiuy day, and in especially meri- 
torious cases the Board of Pensions is 
allowed to add twenty-five per cent, 
to the pension to which the man is en- 
titled by length of service. 


If you glance at these railroad pen- 


sion systems superficially, you may 
thing that they do not pay. It seems 
as though the railroad company is 
giving out and not getting in. But if 
you look a little closer, you will see 
that the railroad is getting more thau 
an equivalent. Tbe whole service has 
improved. The old engineer has an 
interest iu the company ; it is "his" 
company. 
He puts a little extra zeal 


into the work ; a little extra intelli- 
gence, a little more conscientiousness. 
If he avoids a wreck which might 
otherwise have occurred, he saves the 
company more thau the whole cost of 
the month's pensions. The morale of 
the force improves. That it pays the 
railroads is shown by the fact that 
one railroad after another is adopting 
the plan. The plan of pensioning old 
employees is spreading through the 
entire gigantic transportation system 
of the L"nittd States.—"Success Maga- 
zine" K»r March. 


The Servant Girl Disappearing.

I> r enacted and ordained by the Burgess 


.<! Town Council of the Borough of Get- 


;• ~burg. and it is hereby enacted and or- 
• 'ained by authority of the same: 
^t-ction 1. That a market is hereby 


tablished in the Centre Square, and so much 
"£ Carlisle. York. Baltimore and Chambers- 
burg streets adjacent thereto as is neces- 
sarv. in the Borough of Gettysburg for the 
purchase and sale of provisions ; that there 
s-hall be three market days in each week, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, and the 
hours for holding said market shall be such 
TS the Town Council shall, from time to 
time consider the most convenient and suit- 
rble for all persons concerned In the market 
.-nd to suit the seasons of the year: and tie 
mirehase and sale of provisions within said 
Borough is hereby regulated as follows : - 
section 2. 
That the curb, on the Square 


f-.nd streets set apart for market purposes, 
shall be divided into uniform spaces of suf- 
ficient size to accommodate one individual 
seller attending the market, and this apace,' 
until changed by ordinance, shall be 8 feet 
in length along curb, and each market 
space shall be given a number, and be so 
marked as to be readily ascertained.
